Board discussed options for email address to be placed on the Baseball Rental and Field Use Forms and signage at 

baseball fields.  Schneider will follow up on the email address. 

Schneider said that there has been a lot of vandalism and trash at the Skate Park.  Board discussed the various repairs 

needed at the Skate Park. 

duChemin gave an update on the Henning Baseball Fields stating that they are beginning to work on the dugouts for the 

East Field.  Schneider gave an update on the remaining funds available for the Henning Park Baseball Fields.  

Schneider said that a pressure reducing valve had been installed at Centerline and they are hoping this will reduce 

water line breaks at Centerline. 

Schneider stated that Forestry Work will begin in the fall for the Disc Golf Course and hopes the remainder of the 

course will be complete in the spring of 2023. 

Schneider said that a sprinkler head had been broken at the soccer fields and they think it was run over by the 

lawnmower.
